part payment one bale of cotton at 
. seventy-five dollars. Handle through1 
co-operative you can secure advance 
at least forty-five dollars on each bale. 
Also, that your purchasing department 
will make necessary cotton purchases, 
everything else being equal, so far as 
possible through co-operatives. This 
will greatly stimulate purchase of 
motor cars, 
also stabilize 
cotton 


prices."

If they do not 
we won't." 
Theodore Gary, a multi-millionaire 


and a self-made man of Kensas City, 
was named chairman of that commis- 
sion and five other equally prominent 
men were placed on the board. Mis- 
souri has gone ahead with an unin- 
terrupted highway program. 


When Governor Martineau set about 


to put through the Martineau high- 
way law and to provide for the sale 
of bonds, he was told virtually the 
same thing. Bond buyers won't buy 
bonds when they think that the money 
they pay for them is going to be \ijast- 
sd and the bonds repudiated by an 
enraged people. Martineau appointed 
men who know finance and members 
oi the present commission know how- 
to build roads. 
When this amendment flare came up 


a year ago the bond houses sent en- 
gineers down here to investiagte our 
read building program.
